Newmarket — The recreation 
j commission presented the town 
council with an artificial ice pro- 
posal for Newmarket Memorial 
Arena at a joint meeting on Mon- 
day night. Council made no de- 
cision on the proposition at that 
time. 

- .After presenting figures on the 
cost of the plant installation and 

operation of the arena with arti- 
ficial ice, the commission propos- 
ed that council go dollar for dol- 
lar with it to a maximum of $25,- 
000 each. If the commission 
raised more than $25,000, for ex- 
ample $35,000, the town would 
only be obliged to a $15,000 con- 
tribution, under the terms of the 
commission proposal. J. B. 

Walker, chairman of the rink 
committee on the commission, 

said that it may not be necessary 
to raise much more than half of 
the maximum figure to install 
artificial ice. 

"All we need is some security 

for a backing to launch a cam- 
paign for public subscription and 

help from organizations in town" 

said Mr. "Walker. "We could not 

start such a campaign without the 

financial backing of the town," 

he said. 

It would be necessary for coun- 
cil to pass a by-law to take out 
a debenture for such an agree- 
ment, according to Mayor Vale. 
The by-law would have to be 
sent to the Ontario municipal 
board which would decide wheth- 
er the people would vote on it. 
or not, he said. 

"Would it take long to do all 
that?" asked Mrs. N. L. Mathews, 
a member of the commission. 
The mayor replied that it would 
not. 

Then the joint meeting and 
council went into a discussion 
that brought out many arguments 
for and against the scheme. 
Questions raised were: "Would 
the people vole for it if a vote 
were cast?" "Can the recreation 
commission raise the money?" 
"Could the commission make the 
contract for the plant before they 
raised their share of the money?" 
"Would tt not be better for coun- 
cil if the commission raised their 
$25,000 first before council took 
out a debenture?" "Will the rink 
pay in the future and is the hock- 
ey enthusiasm here to stay?" 

Council also plunged into dis- 
cussion about operating figures 
presented by the commission. 
The validity of the figures was 
questioned on such items as. a 
heating plant, and it was won- 
dered w h e t h e r more money 
would have to be spent than an- 
ticipated. Said Mayor Vale, 
•There is no guarantee that coun- 
cil would be limited to a $25,000 
obligation in the event that the 
project failed or more money was 
needed."

" The district, which takes in a 
large part of York county, was 
organized October 5, 1948. Con- 
tacts have been made since then 
with all registered blind people 
in the district. Christmas pres- 
ents were distributed to them 
all and help was given in ex- 
treme cases in the form of fuel 
and clothing. With the assist- 
ance of Mrs. C. S. Gilbert, wel- 
fare convenor, calls have been 
made throughout the district ac- 
quainting the committee with 
blind people and their needs.

Rare Blood Type Offered 
Car Victim By Vet

- week by Premier T. L. Kennedy, He added that as yet, 
the attorney gonoral's department had found no law 
forbidding the coloring of margarine. If the coloring 
of oleomargarine to resemble butter was prohibited, it 
seems likely that the product will be confined to its instil-

This would be only fair. The yellow color has been 
a trade mark of butter for years, and the appearance of 
its rival in the same coloring would complicate the dif- 
ficulties of keeping the two products separate. While 
margarine is sold in the United States, in some instances 
with a separate package of coloring matter to be mixed 
by the purchaser. 

No one can estimate what effect the sale of margar- 
ine will have upon the dairy industry. In the mean- 
time, however, the difference in sales price makes it es- 
sential that nothing should be permitted which would 
encourage the sale of oleomargarine as butter, some- 
thing which might easily be accomplished as long as the 
two products are so identical.

York County council has agreed to budget $10,000 
for the reforestation committee. The a m o u n t was 
granted after a lively debate which included an amend- 
ment to reduce the amount by half. At that, the 
.amount granted is, as Deputy-Reeve Hilda Murray 
claims, "a drop in the bucket-** The money will be 
used mainly, to purchase run-down farms on which a 
tree-planting program can be started to restore the soil 
and water supP^ ^ ^ • i 

The county council has been aware of the need of 
conservation and reforestation for some years as is testU 
f r ed by tli rt .'$6-M>00 spent so far, but there is much more 
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that can be done. The desolate acres to the east and 
west of Newmarket, where blow sand and erosion have 
made deserts, tell in themselves of the constant need for 
action on a grand scale. 
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There is a tendency to consider such a project as a 
strictly rural matter, yet urban municipalities as much 
as the rural areas feel the effect of impoverished soil 
and water supplies. Newmarket, for example, faces a 
potential water shortage, as test well after test well has 
failed to locate new sources of water, A tree-planting 
program around Newmarket would help restore water 
sources which have since dried. The farms deserted be- 
fore the advance of blow sand or those on which poor 
soil gives only a small return represent loss of buying 

power which might have been used in Newmarket. The 

prosperity of Newmarket, indeed most other urba n 
centres, depends upon a prosperous farm district sur- 
rounding it, and no farmer can be prosperous if his 
major crop is sand and his wells are drw 

The county has much to show for its activities, par- 
ticularly at Vivian but is a county committee capable 
of initiating the huge program of reforestation and con- 
servation which is so necessary? Has it the funds? 
The personnel? lias it the continual drive which is nec- 
essary for success? Last year, of a §10,000 budget, only 
$63 was spent. The balance could have been used in 
grants to farmers to encourage tree planting if no other 
suggestion offered itself. 









If York county is to restore water supplies and 
land, to end the floods and waste of each spring, it ap- 
pears to us a larger agency, staffed with full-time per- 
sonnel and with adequate funds, will be required. It is 
reported that opposition in the county council was per- 
suaded of the value of conservation policies as outlined 
by the committee, that three-quarters of the council ap- 
proved the budget.

The blood transfusion service 
will be available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week.

^ormlev Horseman, 
Fred Schelke Buried 



Funeral services were held on 
Monday morning from St. Ce- 
cilia's Roman Catholic church 
for the late Fred Schelke of 
Gormley, one of the best known 
trainers of horse races on the 
American continent. 

A native of Brooksburg, Ind., 
he trained for such owners as 
Guy Bedwell, Commander J. K. 
U Ross, Harry Hatch, Thorn- 
I'cliife Stables, and Bob Cowie. 
For the past ten years or more 
he has resided at Gormley, and 
run his own stable as well as 
carrying on breeding and board- 
ing horses. 

Best known horse owned by 
Mr. Schelke was Shepperlon 
which ranks fifth among all- 
time Canadian money winners. 
He disposed of Shcpnerton last 
fall, -but still retained the great 
sire, Sun Craig. In ill-health 
for the past year, Mr. Schelke 

died of coronary thrombosis. He 
is survived by his widow, the 
former Mabel Costcllo, and one 
daughter,. Miss Mary Schelke.
